that ho deserves the title of "the raos.t dangerous animal on earth." 


The -Tii.'ople of this country spend over 510,000,000 annually for 


screens to protect themselves aga inst flias and mosquitoes. 
The 


monetary cost to the nation because of tn'e fly even without the 
infinitely more important consider'ation that should malte each of 
us guard ibe health and^life of ourselves and our families, forms 
an effective argument in favor of the extermination of the fly pest. 


For the fly plague need not be endured as a visitation of 'Provi- 


dence. It may be stamped out by the systematic adoption by indi- 
viduals and ty the public of the method of cleanliness. The fly is 
born in, lives and thrives upon filth. If no filth is allowed to accum- 
ulate in a house or its neighborhood, It will not -be troubled by flies, 
for they do not ordinarily stray far from their breeding places and 
their sources of food. In a thoroughly clean neighborhood they 
cannot live in the face of screens preventing their access to food 
and in the absence of manure hea'ps and other receptacles for filth 
in which to deposit their tijfis.
